GOING TO HAPPEN IN THE BOOK INDUSTRY AFTER 


That question has been popped often, and many crack- 
pot answers have been forthcoming, that has almost become 
trade joke. Yet joke the many thousands men 
and women who depend upon make living, who have 
their money invested it. 


important note that most the discussions revolving 
around the future eventually siphon down format. The old 
question cheaper retail prices for books comes roost—as 
always has—on the swinging perch manufacturing costs. 
And now, publishers’ designers and production people, their 
minds awhirl with rumors revolutionary developments 
laboratories and experimental machine shops, are getting ready 
demand working miracles from binders and printers. 


There some evidence that publishers are definitely look- 
ing dollar even fifty cent trade books provide the 
profit gravy the postwar future. And this policy inked 
into the “must” list, the pressure going turned 
heavily for lower manufacturing costs. For his part, the 
manufacturer can reduce costs only two ways. must 
pay less for his materials, must find “dream” ma- 
chineery that turns out complete book the press 
button. Maybe both these things are the cards. They 
certainly are, you listen some the ideas said 
hatching. There are, for instance, prophecies wide-spread 
photo-composition, new, cheaper materials for printing plates, 
and on. least one researcher, William Huebner, has 
developed electronic press which claims will print letter- 
press, offset and gravure with little makeready. 


Conservatives discount the value many the new ideals 
for real practice the near future. But one thing sure. 
cheaper trade books are essential the profitable future 
the industry, ways will found produce them. There 
sense doing ostrich act that. 


The problem, however, can’t deposited gently any one 
particular doorstep. for the industry whole tackle. 
Buck-passing woun’t supply the answer. can’t shoved 
along from publisher production department printer 
binder machinery material manufacturer. Each has 
part play. 

the publisher provide reading material which 
will bought the great masses the public, which, 
said, will waiting buy cheaper books. (If the book man- 
ufacturer invest heavily new, “wonder” machinery when 
machinery rolling). the designers and production 
departments practical about their specifications. 
the binder and printer keep alert for ways reduce 
costs, and take advantage any new, practical mechanical 
development. the suppliers provide the machin- 
ery and materials which will fit into the whole scheme. 


The war isn’t won yet, not many shot, and some 
ways, too much speculation about postwar, waste time 
and effort. But some thinking can done, and import- 
ant that will not done terms book-passing. there 
are future increased markets supplied increased 
cheaper production, success can come only through increasing 
cooperative and action.

Germany, even before Hitler, there was 
such thing mass production books known 
this country. successful edition ran perhaps 2-3,000 
copies, and best-seller, 10,000. The price books was 
never brought within reach the great masses 
population. 


graphic arts Germany 


GERMANY, YEARS has contributed much the 
graphic arts. everyone knows, book printing received 
its early impetus from the work Gutenberg and other 
pioneers there. The high standards German book 
design are well known. German chemists were among 
the first develop printing inks high quality. 
Others were among the first produce natural finish 
book cloth. All these things, added reputation built 
German technicians, have led many people 
assume that developments the graphic arts Ger- 
many have equalled those the United States. That 
not true the sense adapting graphic arts develop- 
ments the assembly line technique. 

Fine books were printed and bound Germany, but 
they were for the few, not the many. Even the paper- 
bound books, which were circulated widely France 
and other European countries, received only limited 
manufacture Germany. The popular-priced paper- 
bound Ullstein titles consisted light reading, compar- 
able appeal the English and American mystery 
novels. Reclam published series literature classics, 
including English translations such Shakespeare, 
what would correspond here twenty-five cent paper- 
bound books. But there was mass circulation con- 
temporary volumes—biographies, serious novels, 
books fact and information—in Germany. ‘There was 
nothing compare with the accomplishments Amer- 
ican book and machinery manufacturers, who, their 
ingenuity and skill have made possible for the ad- 
vances graphic arts science brought bear 
that millions people rather than thousands, may 
benefit.

WHEN THE WAR WON, all this Nazi literature 
junked—and what other solution there—other lit- 
erature must ready take its place. There real 
hunger for truth Germany, and will become raven- 
ous the walls machine guns and Gestapo terror 
have fallen. Even disregarded the welfare 
those who will freed Hitler’s defeat, and acted 
with our own interests, the desired 
action would the same—to breach quickly possi- 
ble the gap which will created the destruction 
Nazi literature. The book store windows will 
empty, but miracle will produce the next morning 
new literature for 120 million German-reading people 
the planned miracle American book 
production. 

That why the time consider the problem now. 
not pretend ability supply all the answers. 
merely wish present considered belief—and 
some the reasons behind it—the fact that books for 
postwar Germany constitute problem which should 
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solved chiefly this There are many European 
authors, among them numerous Germans, living exile 
There are numerous publishers here whose names 
were well known the other side before Hitler came 
power. Many these authors and publishers have 
spent most their lives the German publishing world. 
Many the larger American publishing houses did quite 
business with German firms, buying and selling trans- 
lations, etc. Team all these publishing elements 
with the unequalled facilities for manufacture here, and 
you have great potential scope for doing the job. 


difficulties overcome 

REALIZE FULLY THE MANY DIFFICULTIES lying the 
path book production for export. The paper shortage 
can expected remain with for the duration, 
least. Publishers and manufacturers are having their 
troubles present supplying the domestic market, let 
alone foreign one. Machinery manufacture has been 
converted war purposes, and cannot reconverted 
overnight. 

All these things are important considerations which 
have borne mind, but themselves point the 
necessity for immediate planning and discussion. 
purpose this article call attention the facts, 
and the need for their serious, immediate consideration.

Books ARE WIN-THE-PEACE WEAPON, just much 
food, democratic political methods, the liberation 
oppressed peoples. this country, Giegengack 
has stated that immense volume printed material 
will necessary advance actual reconversion 
peacetime production, order prepare the markets 
for postwar buying.

Trade binder builds employee “staying 


VARIED—AND, 
not few cases, unique—have been the methods em- 
ployed distraught bindery owners attract workers 
their shops. Even zones which binderies have 
been declared essential plants has been task for the 
most resourceful and patient men secure—and keep 
—adequate help. Bonuses for employees bringing 
new workers, want-ad advertising, personal appeals, and 
doubt, some cases, buttonholing street corners, 
have been some the methods tried, and, many in- 
stances, found wanting. But William Sage, general 
manager the Commercial Bindery, Inc., Detroit, has 
developed technique which declares 
better results than all the help-wanted advertising 
has ever placed, and commends other pamphlet bind- 
ery owners. 

Sage’s plan based both upon interesting former em- 
ployees and upon securing the cooperation new ones, 
especially those who have never previously worked 
bindery and are somewhat taken aback the work 
and the somewhat strange trade language. 

The first step his program was dig out the 
files, any other available source, such the phone 
book, city directory, etc., the addresses all former 
employees, particularly those known 
have left the bookbinding industry, enter an- 
other type employment retire.

There are com- 
paratively few production problems, aside from the 
present scarcity bindery help. When bindery quotes 
charges prices lower than the accepted price list for 
the area which functions, lower rent, lower wages 
lower working conditions undeniably are directly 
responsible. 

Obviously, national price list guide out the 
question. compare Boston and New York City 
for instance. New York, especially Manhattan, the 
rents are likely higher than Boston and the runs 
N.Y.C. are longer.

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CHAPTER FOUR 


CHANGING EDUCATIONAL 
THOUGHT 


Before undertaking either a redefinition of the func- 
tions of music in life or of the functional relations of 
music to the other elements which contribute to maintain- 
ing an organic unity in the curriculum whole, it is req- 
uisite to understand, as clearly as possible, what is hap- 
pening in educational thought and practice, and why. 

Nothing but confusion can come from approaching 
the common problem of curriculum revision from oppos 
ing points of view. Moreover, confusion is further con- 
founded when the principles underlying differences in 
plans and procedures are not comprehended clearly 
enough to be applied in practice. Therefore, instead of 
sitting and waiting for conclusions which are the results 
of analyses made by curriculum workers in other, or in 
general fields, collectively and individually, music educa- 
tors can discharge their particular obligation to the group 
process of curriculum planning only by first-hand knowl 
edge and evaluation of the basic reasons for curriculum 
change.

However, for side sewing, special 
drill used make the holes for the thread before 
sitched. The books emerge from the machine continuous 
series, and must each cut one from the other. The books 
are usually smashed before sewing. 

The McCain stitcher another type side sewing machine,

Another important point that the more signatures 
book, the greater the amount stitching the back, which 
turn increases the swell “or thickness.” Frequently this 
great the book must squeezed the jaws nipping 
machine, before the book “smashed” reduce the swell. 

Most trade books are tight sewed, because the bulking 
paper used, which, when compressed under the smasher, would 
otherwise cause the sewing loosen too much. Loose sew- 
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ing will soon cause book fall apart since there will 
too much play and the threads, regardless the glue 
used hold the book together. 

some plants, the books are smashed before sewing se- 
cure even tighter sewing. But word caution—if the book 
sewn too tight, the operation “rounding and backing” 
may cause the threads burst. Each binder, however, 
capable determining the correct thread use and the right 
degree tightness observed. 

Early this series, was pointed out how the addition 
small forms made book production more expensive, only 
extra presswork. Such forms have their effect sewing 
too, for they add the difficulty sewing all the signatures 
together, unless they are run wrap-arounds inserts 
around the first last signatures. the latter method they 
can securely sewed with the section, and the risk 
having small signature slip loosen when sewed with 
thicker sections, avoided. 


SMASHING NIPPING 


THE SEWED after cutting apart, are stacked for delivery 
either both two machines, the “smasher” the 
“nipper.” The latter chiefly used for squeezing along the 
sewed edges books printed hard finish papers, such 


‘textbooks, remove the smell caused sewing. Most books

THE TRIMMERS 


ORDINARILY, BOOKS ARE TRIMMED heavy, power-driven, 
specially designed book trimmers, which trim all three edges 
once. some plants, however, the trimming may done 
the several types and sizes power paper cutters, thus 
requiring three separate operations. 

The Seybold continuous trimmer the one most frequently 
used for large volume work. books are fed backs down 
tapered feed trough, jogged the head, and then gripped 
heavy clamp. Next they are moved into trim position 
four sided “table” which revolves with the books 
trim the front the books one operation, and after another, 
the head and tail. The cycle repeats, and thus constant flow 
trimmed books emerges the machine’s delivery end. Ap- 
proximately piles minute, thick, may trimmed 
maximum speed. 

Another type the Seybold 3-knife trimmer, 
sembles the ordinary papercutter many ways, but which 
the books are fed manually set three knives. When 
the lever pulled start the machine, the books are clamped, 
the head and tail trimmed, and then the front, matter 
about seconds. Other powercutters sometimes used for book 
work are the Sheridan, Smyth, Chandler Price, Seybold, and 
others, but chiefly for smaller quantity production. 

Rough trim books are those which slight trim taken 
off the folds and the raw edge the page, leaving rought 
edge, intended simiulate deckle. Quad open front books are 
produced actually the folder, the slitter attachment trim- 
ming off the waste, leaving with saw-tooth web-press 
cut-off effect the untrimmed edges.
